DEATH AND DISASTER. 


Panis, Aug. 20.— Late official advices 
Just received state that the calamity 
which has vicited Martinique is the most 
severe since th: year IS7!. So far as 
can be learned there have been nearly {0 
veaths as a result of the hurricane’s visit- 
ation, but it will be some time before the 
full extent of the disaster is knewn. At 
Port De Franc alone there nave been 12 
deaths ; Sayere 5 persons are known to 
have been killed : at Lomentis. 10. Fran 
cois, 16 ; Reviere Pilojye 2, aud at Trencet 
10, Atall the above places large num- 
hers of persons were injured. 

The damage done to shipping and pro 
perty is stupendous. About two-fifths of 
the island was under cultivation and the 
mountain slopes were covered with for- 
ests. All the forest 2ndall the cultivat- 
ion in the path of the hurrican appeared 
to have been swept away and a number 
of lives lost in the country districts. 
The numerous sugar, coffee, cotton and 
caiks plantations which have felt the force 
of the tornado seem to have been utterly 
destroyed. Houses and barns, stock 
houses and stables have been crushed out 
of existence and a considerable period 
must elapsed before the island recovered 
from its tetrible visitation.
